The power of 
the great discoveries of scientists — 
the philosopher— whose ideas of the 
dominance of law have heen altected 
by christian influence. The historian 
combined with these two against 
Jesus Christ, in the old days. But 
today Christian Influence has traus- 
cended the ancient foils, and our 
newspapers, our scientists, are "up 
against" the Bible, with a strnn.er 
intention than ever before.
